“The Soviet government consid- 
ers,’ he said, ‘‘that all attempts 
to make use of the disarmament 
subcommittee for productive work 
have been entirely exhausted. Un- 
der these conditions, the Soviet 
government does not see any sense 
in further participation in the 
work of the disarmament com- 
mission and its subcommittee.” 

“Proceeding from this, the So- 
viet government declared that it 
will not participate in the U.N. 
Disarmament Commission and its 
subcommittee in their present 
composition,””’ Kuznetsov said.

They have, without any ques- 
tion, established in depth a supply 
of teachers and students in the 
general field of the sciences. This 
includes the vocational schools 
which turn out the mechanics, 
tool makers, technicians and 
skilled labor necessary in produc- 
tion. But it also has, at the top, 
an adequate supply of teachers. | 
From their students come the 
scientists and instructor replace- 
ments.

This is the great Soviet weapon. 
It has been, until now, their se- 
cret weapon. It no longer is 
secret, but it remains a most for- | 
midable weapon. | 

There isn’t any alternative for 
the United States save to begin 
mobilization of its brainpower and 
to make use of it in government. 
It is another illustration of our 
national condescension toward our 
educated persons that we classify 
them as “eggheads.” A _ great 
many Americans, as further illus- 
tration of our distrust of the edu- 
cated, frankly and publicly based 
their opposition to Adlai Steven- 
son on no objection to his party 
ef principles, but merely on a 
general suspicion of him because 
he was well educated and used 
good English. 


Best Brains 

We have strayed pretty far. | 
Our republic was created by the 
ideas and leadership of eggheads. 
Chief among them were Thomas 
Jefferson, Benjamin Franklin and 
Alexander Hamilton. And if we 


don’t manage to make use of our 
best brains we may face disaster. 

It was an apropos coincidence 
that on the Sunday we had the 
news from Russia the National 
Education Assn. released a report 
titled “The Postwar Struggle to 
Provide Competent Teachers.” It 
underscored the lack of teachers 
in science. 

On the same day Dr. Edward 
Teller, known as “father of the

Today’s Elections 


Watched for Trends 


There will be balloting in five states 
today but the really big test is New 
Jersey. 

The Republicans have given their all 
there in a desperate effort to stem the 
tide of Democratic state victories which 
the past two years have produced. The 
last one, where Sen, Proxmire scored a 
great upset in Wisconsin to eliminate the 
GOP favorite, shook them to their last 
precinct. 

And experts on the scene in New Jer- 
sey, including the political seers of the 
New York Times, pick Gov. Robert B. 
Meyner, incumbent, to defeat State Sen. 
Malcolm S. Forbes. If so, the Democrats 
will with some justification claim a na- 
tional trend. 

The New Jersey election has all the 
national issues. Candidate Forbes has used 
the Little Rock affair in an appeal for 
Negro votes. The Democrats responded 
by pointing out that their state organi- 
zation had always fought for civil rights 
for the Negro and had a long record to 
demonstrate that fact. 

So the issue is drawn. And the na- 
tion can see from today’s results wheth- 
er Little Rock will help the GOP or not. 
In justice to the President and in the in- 
terests of the common needs of our coun- 
tiy, it should be said that the Little Rock 
decision was not made to influence votes. 
It was made to sustain a federal court 
ruling which, under oath, the President 
could not avoid. Be that as it may, the 
New Jersey voters will reveal the influ- 
ence of it in today’s voting. Experts on the 
scene say the Negro vote will remain 
largely Democratic. 

There is yet another test. Candidate 
Forbes has been very critical of labor 
on the basis of the Dave Beck story 
and the Senate Racket revelations. He 
made his decision to do this in the be- 
lief organized labor is unpopular with 
the general public. New Jersey voters will 
provide us with an indication of how they 
feel on this issue. 

New York’s mayoralty race is of in- 
terest. Democratic Mayor Robert Wagner 
is favored. If both he and Gov. Meyner 
win, their names will increasingly be 
mentioned as possible Democratic presi- 
dential nominees in 1960. 

Two congressional seats will be de- 
cided, in New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania: both are in traditional Republican 
sections and a Democratic victory in 
even orie would be significant. 

The Virginia election is a foregone con- 
clusion. Sen. Byrd has thrown in his 
weight against the Republican guberna- 
torial candidate and the Ike Democrats 
who voted GOP in 1956 are now disen- 
chanted with Ike and will vote for the 
Democrat on the segregation issue. 

This is the first election since Little 
Rock and Sputnik. The results, therefore, 
will be of added interest—especially the 
olutcome in New Jersey.

Williams’ ‘Enthusiasm’ 
Needs Bit of Restraint 


Gov. Griffin now says that T. V. Wil- 
liams Jr., secretary of the Georgia Educa- 
tion Commission, “was overenthusiastic” 
when he wrote a letter to the Department 
of Public Safety about purchasing certain 
electronics equipment. 

The equipment is for the GBI and will 
be used by it alone, the governor said. It 
will not, he added, be used for wiretap- 
ping. 

That’s very well and good. The gov- 
ernor’s assurances must be accepted in 
good faith. He says that such equipment is 
needed in the GBI’s work. 

But the fact remains that Mr. Williams 
indicated it was for use of the commis- 
sion and that it was wiretapping equip- 
ment. 

Politics or no politics, the host of 
Georgia leaders who rose up to protest the 
implications of this wiretapping business 
deserve credit and gratitude. Lt. Gov. 
Vandiver, Sen. Dixon Oxford, members 
of the commission and others were quick 
to react against what appeared to be a 
move to invade the private and political 
lives of all and sundry. 

Maybe “‘overenthusiastic” does explain 
Mr. Williams’ action. If so, members of 
the education commission should take 
steps to restrain his gusto. Meanwhile, 
Georgia still needs no official wiretappers 
to ride herd on the people.

Mammoth Road Program 


Must Hurdle Risin g Costs 


The United States Bureau of Public Roads has issued a progress 
report on the nation’s dream of great new national superhighways. 
There aiso are harsh economic indications that the dream may ‘be 
cut short. Progress is shown in the commitment of more than one 
billion dollars for 2,227 miles of the planned 41,000-mile federal inter- 


state system. 

Only 16 months have gone by 
since passage of the Highway Act 
of 1956 which authorized this pro- 
gram. 


And now for the other side of 
the picture. In only 16 months, 
the cost of concrete has risen. So 
has the cost of steel and the cost 
of labor. Congress estimated that 
$27,500,000,000 would pay for the 
interstate program. Now it ap- 
pears that the program will cost 
an additional three billions, if not 
more. 


Further, the interstate system is 
to be built from.a federal trust 
fund raised through road- 
use taxes on gasoline, tires, etc. 
Trust fund income for fiscal year 
1956 feli 60 millions under the ex- 
pected sum of a billion and a 
half dollars. 


In short, the nation is not go- 
ing to be able to build all the 
planned superhighways in the 13 
years allotted to the program on 
the basis of present revenues. 
What should be done? Congres- 
sional committees will review the 
question in the next session, and 
there are four possible answers: 

1. Raise the user taxes. : 

2. Appropriate more money 
from general revenue. 

3. Reduce the planned road 
mileage. 

4. Lengthen the construction 
program. 

Congress will be under consid- 
erable pressure to keep the build- 


ing program on schedule, even 
if it costs more or means more 
taxes. 

Nevertheless, the soundest an- 
swer to the highway problem is 
to stretch out the program if nec- 
essary. 

Government costs are already 
high. An inflationary period of 
rising costs is never the best time 
to rush such public works proj- 
ects as highway building. 

Some federal officials think the 
interstate building program 
might be lengthened from 13 te 
16 years. Even more time may 
be needed. In any case, the coun- 
try would not lose any of its de- 
sired highways. It would get them 
as it could afford to pay for them. 


And if a period of deflation set: 


in, then road work could be 
speeded up to give impetus to 
the whole economy. 

The American people already 
are prepared to wait 13 years for 
modern national highways. Pre- 
sumably they would be willing to 
wait a few years longer if pa- 
tience would reduce the cost and 
leave a backlog of work for an 
economic rainy day. |

Full Speed Ahead 
On Missiles Front! 


WASHINGTON—There are those who, having 
talked with President Eisenhower during the 
past 10 days, are convinced that the administra- 


tion has already taken four basic guide-line decisions on the one 
issue which concerns the country more than anything else. The 
issue: Are we going to do everything necessary to catch up with 
the Soviets in science and scientific weapons—or aren't we? 


These sources, who feel confi- 
dent where the President is head- 
ed, describe the decisions in 
these terms: 


That nothing, absolutely noth- 
Ing, is to be allowed to stand in 
the way of closing the gap just 
as rapidly as possible. 

That the needs of basic re- 
search and speeding a wide range 
of missile development, including 
missile defense against missiles, 
are to receive the highest pri- 
ority. 

That if more money is needed— 
and money per se may not be 
the answer—then the spending 
ceiling on the Defense Depart- 
ment will be removed. 


That the President’s underly- 
ing premise is that the United 
States, if we are to deter a hot 
war and not throw the cold war 
away, must put redressing the 
balance of power ahead of bal- 
ancing the budget—although Ei- 
senhower is profoundly desirous 
of doing both. 


This approach to the weapons 
race, which is the very antithe- 
sis of complacency, has not been 
formalized in any National Se- 
curity Council paper but the in- 
formation I have reason to trust 
is that the foregoing faithfully re- 
flects Eisenhower’s thinking.

What the President has come to 
feel, according to the best infor- 
mation I can tap, is that in light 
of what the Soviets are success- 
fully doing in science and in mis- 
siles, it was in retrospect a mis- 
take for him to yield to the ter- 
rific pressures from many of his 
strongest admirers and support- 
ers and from within his Cabi- 
net to put economy-at-all-costs 
ahead of defense.

WASHINGTON—Before President Fisenhower 
seeks at the Paris NATO Conference next month 
to re-establish his leadership of the free nations, 


he has a job to do to strengthen his leadership in a sector closer to 
home. In fact, the success of his undertaking in Paris which includes 
first and foremost, an effort to achieve pooling of scientific -sanaing 
how for mutual defense, is dependent upon the success of his mission- 


ary work in the sector closer to home. That is, 


The President is aware of con- 
gressional reluctance to the shar- 
ing of our nuclear and other se- 
crets and already has arranged 
for a selling job with leaders of 
Congress, both Democrat and Re- 
publican. 


In a gesture to Congress he ex- 
plained that he had withheld his 
consent to go to Paris until he 
had found that the annual biparti- 
san sessions with leaders prior to 
the opening of Congress could be 
held before the date of the Paris 
meeting, and that is “the only 
circumstance that made it possi- 
ble’ for him to go. 

He wouldn’t waht to go to Paris, 
he added, until after he had an 
opportunity to consult fully with 
congressional leaders in meetirgs 
that he described as “‘in the tra- 
dition of bipartisan responsibility 
for keeping the country on a sin- 
gle track in foreign relations.” 

The very considerable opposi- 
tion in Congress to exchange nu- 
clear military weapons informa-* 
tion was recognized last week by 
Secretary of State John. Foster 
Dulles at his press conference. 

For whatever is finally found 
necessary at Paris in a way of 
a freer exchange of information 
and pooling of resources and tal- 
ents within the free world must 
be approved by Congress. In his 
own frank discussion of the prob- 
or as related to Congress, Dulles 
said:

problem of getting changes there 
has been one of considerable dif- 
ficulty, and I am not sure, even 
now, it will be possible to get 
all the changes that seem re- 
quired.

Humphrey rejected Kefauver’s| 
suggestion that the steel industry | 
cut prices.

cause the industry still has not 
had a chance to evaluate the com- 


plete effects of last summer's 

steel wage hike. 

PRICES RISE | 
The former cabinet member 


also said that while steel prices | 

rose an average of about $6 a 
ton, this added only about $8 to/| 
$10 to the cost of manufacturing 
an automobile. 

Kefauver promptly announced | 
that the subcommittee “will have | 
the auto people in later and see 
on what calculations they justify | 
their price increases.” 

While Kefauver set no date for 
the auto hearing, he said the sub- 
committee had been in touch with 
the industry’s so-called “big 
three’’—General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler. 

INCREASES VARY 

While price increases on 1958 | 
cars have varied from model to 
model, industry sources said they 
averaged out at from about 2 to| 
5 per cent. This amounted to| 
several hundred dollars on more) 
expensive autos. However, it was | 
pointed out that this sometimes | 
included the cost of items pre- | 
viously sold as extras. 

Kefauver already has labelled 
the steel price increase unjusti- 
fied. He called on the industry 
last week to cut prices at least 
$3 a ton. 

He told Humphrey that the steel] 
wage increase amounted to only 
$3.15 a ton and that a drop in 
prices of steel scrap had more 
than offset this increase. 

But Humphrey, whose firm is 
the nation’s fifth largest steel 
company, said that accompanying 
increases in costs of materials 
and freight rates normally work 
out to about 2% times a wage 
increase.

| We have given some thought 
and study to the purposes of 
‘Urban Renewal and its applica- 
tion to some undesirable living 
conditions among some citizens 
of Atlanta, particularly in those 
so-called slum areas of downtown 
Atlanta. 

Urban Renewal is a_ three- 
pronged attack upon city blight, 
providing: 

1. Measures to prevent new and 
Standard area from becoming 
| blighted; 
| 2. Means of rehabilitating par- 
‘tially blighted areas; and, 

_ 3. Clearance and redevelopment 
‘of areas which are already so 


economically feasible. 

| While Atlanta has made con- 
siderable progress in planning 
and in improvement to substand- 
ard housing, it is fully realized 
that there is much more to be 
done. A ‘“‘Workable Program’’ for 
Urban Renewal for the City of 
Atlanta has been prepared in ac- 


cordance with the requirements | 


of the National Housing Act of 
1954. It is recommended that 
the citizens of Atlanta familiarize 
themselves with this program in 
which the City has made sub- 


stantial commitments to the Fed-. 


eral Government in order to se- 


cure federal funds for Urban Re- | 


newal. 


It is further believed that ef-. 
fective execution of this program 
‘can best be accomplished through | 

support of the City Administration, | 
assisted by a well-chosen Citi-

It is recognized that if the City

THE GRAND JURY 

At the beginning of our term, 
we were faced with the strange 
possibility of having to investi- 
gate ourselves — because of high- 
ly publicized boastings of politi- 
cians that our foreman, and the 
‘foremen of preceding Grand Ju- 
ries, were “picked in advance”’ 
by politicians. As for our own 
Jury, our members selected our 
foreman ourselves, without any 
aid or suggestions from outsid- 
‘ers, and we are confident mem- 
bers of preceding Juries selected 
their foremen in like manner. 

We deeply resent the spreading 
of such false talk by public offi- 
cials, political figures, newspa- 
per publicity, and anyone who 
would attempt to discredit the 
Grand Jury system. We have full 
confidence in the Grand Jury 
system in representing the public 
in investigating public office 
holders and public institutions 
and in determining whether a 
person shall be charged with a 
crime. 

Here is the method by which 
our Grand Jury was selected: 
The Jury Commission appointed 
‘by the nine Fulton Superior 
Court judge, selected 36,204 
|Mames from the tax rolls to serve 
(as petit jurors. From this 36,204 
|petit jurors, the commission 
| chose 3,929 to place on the Grand 
Jury list. These 3,929 names are 
kept in a locked box. The box 
was unlocked in open court and 
a Superior Court Judge drew ap- 
proximately 50 names from which 
the Grand Jury panel of 23 
was selected. As soon as our 
23 members were thus selected, 
we retired to a closed room and 
elected our Jury officers. It is 
possible that a student of govern- 
ment who knew the personalities 
of the 50 persons on the panel 
might be lucky enough to cor- 
rectly guess the name of a Jury 
officer before he is elected (‘in 
event he is one of the 23 placed), 
but it would be strictly a guess. 
Idle boastings and charges such 
as were circulated when we came 
into office could do much to un- 
dermine public confidence in the 
Grand Jury system.

Perhaps the most enterprising 
bid of the recent summer na- | 
tional championships was made | 
by my teammate, Boris Koyt- 
chou, who was playing with Har- | 
old Ogust in the masters pairs. | 

Mr. Ogust, sitting in the East 
position, opened with one club. 
South overcalled with a heart. | 
Koytchou passed, as did North 
and Mr. Ogust reopened the bid- | 
ding with a take-out double. It 
will be observed that this pro- | 
cedure is superior to a mere| 
competitive bid of one spade | 
which many inexperienced play- 
ers would have chosen. 

At this point, South engaged in | 
a doubtful bit of barricading | 
when he called three diamonds. | 
The purpose of jumping the bid | 
was to correct the inadequate im- | 
pression created by his simple | 
overcall on his first round, but 
we cannot recommend the pro- 
cedure because when partner 
failed to react to the vulnerable 
overcall, the chances for game 
were slight indeed, and he should | 
not have exposed himself to a 
needless risk at this level.

Ever wonder what's really going on when teardrops start to 


fall? 

Most everyone who has tuned up for a good bawl will agree 
that crying can be an energy-consuming response to any kind of 
intense emotional experience ... fear, anger, joy, sorrow, love, 
hate. It seems as if crying is a reservoir of expression which can be 
tapped by a person when the usual response won't take care of 
intense feelings. For example, sometimes laughter won't take 
care of joy, and then a happy person cries. 


The process looks strenuous enough . . . eyes redden, nose runs, 
throat chokes up, soul wells up and the whole business spills over 
into a bucketful of salty water ... or, hopefully, over a sympa- 
thetic friend. 

An Atlanta psychiatrist didn’t want to be called an authority on 
the subject (many publications have recorded arguments and 
theories about crying) but he was willing to speculate on the basis 
of his personal experience. 

He described crying as a physiological, or normal, response. 
There are many reasons for a good sobbing spell, but generally 
it is a response to grief. Said the doctor, “‘People cry for them- 
selves, for a sense of their loss.’’ A major part of anyone’s crying, 
he continued, is a repetition of his first cry at birth when he needed 
help . . . even adults cry to be taken care of for a little while. 

Most people think women are the great criers of the world, and 
they’re just about right. The psychiatrist explained that women 
have crying more available to them ..... they cry more often in 
reactions that are less important than what men sniffle about. 

“After all,” the doctor added, ‘‘women are always losing some- 
thing. They stay home while their husbands leave for work or a 
trip. And a mother feels the loss of her children more than a 
father does.” 

Regardless of loss, he suggested that the next time you're sitting

When you find yourself in the ludicrous and sometimes. unten- 
able position of being the mother of teen-age daughters, you may, 
heaven help you, expect to be caught doing practically anything. 

There 1 was—to my complete astonishment—buying and wear- 
ing rubber gloves! And me neither surgeon nor nuclear physicist. 

“Mother,” she had chided me, ‘‘why don’t you take care of your 
hands?” 

“Why?” I asked in honest surprise. I never cared for soft 
white hands on anybody. They always remind me of those fat 
white grub worms that you find under old tree trunks in the woods. 

“Oh, Mother!” she sighed. “Ladies are supposed to have 
smooth, clean-looking hands!”’ 


“Clean-looking!’’ I cried, holding up my hands. “I'd have you 
know I just took my hands out of a pan of soapy water which was 
filled with household ammonia and bleach and a little scrubbing 
powder!”’ 


We both looked at my hands and it was true that from the 
dark, scaly look of them you might think they had been left over 
long in lye water. Such nails as were left were broken and dis- 
colored. Still they were my hands and if I chose to use them, 
why shouldn’t I? 

Then I got to remembering. When I was a child I thought Muv 
had the prettiest hands 1 had even seen. They were smooth and 
nicely shaped and she kept them soft with rose water and glycerin 
because she liked to play the piano.

And that’s why two of 
the best cups, three soup plates and: the good green glass vase 
went off with the garbage man this morning. The rubber gloves 
have holes in them because I got the wrong end of the carving 
fork in the dishwater. And my hands don’t look any better to me. 

It may be because when I got to the point of laying the fire 
in the living room grate I reached for the coal and it seemed such 
a shame to get those nice white cotton gloves dirty. So 1 slipped 


them off and picked up the coal in my bare hands and then hasti- 
ly put the gloves back on. (Now they're dirty on the inside.) 


I may get used to the rubber gloves but I don’t much think 
so. I have Muv’s example in that, too. I remember now that 
taking care of her hands was just a phase with her, too. 


The next year she and our cook, Cooter, painted the house and 
built a fence. And then she climbed up on a stepladder and wired 
the front yard for electric lights so we could have Japanese lan- 
terns for my 16th birthday party. She burned her hands on the 
stove and scratched them picking blaekberries and pricked them 
with needles and hit them with hammers and stained them with 
paint. 

And to me they look even better than in her old rose water 
and glycerine days. One thing about it, you can always wear the 
gloves when you're not werking.

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in a movie theater and the lights go up after a good tear-jerker, 
look around and watch how many men duck their heads so no one 
will see their wet faces. 


As far as this doctor 1s concerned, crying is a sign of strength, 
not weakness, and he worries about his patients who don’t cry. 
“If you don’t cry when you have a real grief reaction,” he ex- 
plained, ‘‘you are in for a lot of emotional trouble because you 
refuse to admit a loss.” 

Some men claim that women cry crocodile tears, but the 
psychiatrist isn’t so sure. “Tears may start out to be unreal,” 
he said; “‘A person may say, ‘If I cry I'll get something,’ but the 
person winds up really feeling those tears. Crying is a way of 
loving yourself, too.” 

What’s more, in the watery sense, everyone is crying all the 
time. Dr. Jack H. Hugh Brown, associate professor of physiology at 
Emory, explained that the body normally is producing tears all the 
time to keep the eyes lubricated.

: More Tears—Suspense or Relief? 


s Overflow 


A tear’s salty flavor comes from just plain old salt that fs 
found in soluble form in the body secretions. 

Besides the facile folks (mostly women) who can turn a tap 
for a pot of tears any time they need a good cry, there is one 
group of people who earn their living by running the gamut of 
emotional expression. These energetic folks are actors, of course. 

Frank Wittow, a dramatics teacher at the Southeastern Acad- 
emy of Theater and Music, gave a little insight into how a good 
actor—man or woman—cries when the part calls for tears: 

“Crying is a logical extension of developing a specific role. An 
actor has a very finely developed unconscious control of his ex- 
pressions, and he strives for a degree of understanding of the 
character’s functioning and thinking. If he understands the role 


: basically enough, he will cry.” 


But this process doesn’t work for most actors, who, in order to 
cry, must relate to their own personal experiences. He added that 
a skilled actor of either sex cries with equal readiness, but in 
the case of less developed thespians men have a harder time con- 
juring up tears than women. 


The camera lens moved in close on the expressive face of 
Flora Levin, a 10th grade student at Grady High, whé has been 
studying dramatics under Mr. Wittow for a year. 

Miss Levin described the process she used to squeeze out her 
tears on camera-cue: 


“I thought of something sad and realistic. I made up a story 
about a girl and her dog who were close friends. The pair were in 
a street where two men were trying to hurt the dog. The girl 
started crying and pleading with the men to spare her dog, and 
I tried to transfer myse# into the story.” 

The young dramatist did a good wet job, too, and she was 
pretty proud of her tearful efforts.

NEW YORK, Nov. 4—Is a Soviet vehicle en route 

to the moon. timed to strike that body with a hydrogen 
bomb in the middle of its eclipse Thursday? 


Scientists in many lands specu- 
lated today on this possibility 
They noted that the launching o! 
a satellite Saturday with a pay 
load of more than a_half-ton 
showed that a trip to the moon 
was within Moscow's capabili 
lies. 

The explosion of a bomb on a 
moon darkened briefly in eclipse 
would create an illumination on 
the earth brighter than the full 
moon. in the view of one Amer! 
can scientist. It was thus seen as 
a “firework” that would provide 
a spectacular display for the 40th 
anniversary of the October revo- 
Jution. 


PARTIAL ECLIPSE | 

The moon is to enter the earth's | 
shadow at 7:43 a.m. Thursday, 
Atlanta Time, when it is no longer 
visible on the East Coast. The | 
start of the eclipse will be visi- 
ble over Colorado and near-by 
regions, according to the Ameri- 
can Museum-Hayden Planetarium, 
but will set before total eclipse. 


In the Los Angeles-San Fran- 


cisco area, the eclipse will start. 


at 4:43 a.m., Pacific Standard 
Time, and will become total at 
6:12 a.m. It will set before the 
eclipse ends. Only in Alaska and 
eastern Asia will the total event 
be seen, lasting three hours and 
28 minutes. 


Some of the largest radars in 
the United States today were re- 
ported sweeping the path that a 
rocket would follow to reach the 
moon Thursday. None reported 
detecting a target, but in some 
cases their operations were 
cloaked in secrecy. 


TAKE FOUR DAYS? 


The trip to the moon would 
take four or five days if the rock- 
et were given a velocity of about 
25,000 miles an hour as it soared 
beyond the upper air. This would . 
be just enough velocity to carry it 
the 211,000 miles needed to escape 
the gravitational pull of the earth 

There, creeping slowly forward, 
it would become a slave of the 
moon's gravity and plunge with 
increasing speed the last 30,000 
miles to its destination. 

Reports came thick and fast to- 
day quoting Soviet scientists who 
predicted journeys to the moon, to 
Mars and elsewhere. 


TO SEND RODENTS?
